The League feels that 
the antiquated law passed in 1906, as it now 
stands, gives inadequate protection to the 
consumer. It allows many loopholes for un- 
scrupulous manufacturers and the falsified 
representation of their products, even to the 
yoint of actual danger to those who use them, 
The Copeland Act is the most satisfactory 
of all the bills which have been introduced 
on the subject as it provides most completely 
for the necessity of widening the scope of the 
present law to include cosmetics, therapeutic 
devices, and advertising. It also eliminates 
possibilities of evasion and strengthens 
means of enforcement. 

The League feels that in furthering this 
project a definite step is being taken toward 
its goal of good government. Since it is 
definitely a consumer’s interest, which con- 
cerns everyone, the League hopes to engage 
the support of a large group of voters for this 
important piece of legislation and urges all 
who can, whether or not they are members of 
the League, to express their opinions to their 
Congressmen.

WPA Rule Causes 


Unemployment J ump 


Welfare Expenses for December Higher Than for Any 
Month in Past Two Years—Rule Eliminates 
Summer Workers 


Welfare expenses in Andover are running 
higher at present than they have run any 
time in the past two years, Dr. J. J. Daly, 
chairman of the board of selectmen stated 
last night, The sharp increase is caused by a 
W.P.A, regulation that no one may be em- 
ployed on the W.P.A. who was not registered 
cg the E.R.A, between May 1 and November 

That particular period in Andover was one 
of very good employment conditions so that 
the E.R.A. registration list dropped off to a 
minimum. The mills were very busy and farm 
work took a large number of former E.R.A, 
men, But at present the mills are slack again, 
and farm work has come to a stop, thus 
throwing a large number of men onto the 
pester Age list. The regulation makes it 
impossible for them to secure W.P.A, work, 
and the result has been that many of them 
are being supported by the town welfare 
appropriation, The able-bodied men are 
working on the Board of Public Works on 
funds taken out of the public welfare ap- 
prcpriation, since it has been the policy of 
Dr. Daly not to provide money to able- 
bodied men unless they worked for it. 

The welfare expenditure for December, 
Dr. Daly reports, was higher than for any 
other month in the past two years. It was not 
as bad as in 1932, he stated. 

Meanwhile, Board of Public Works men 
are also idle, since there are no special pro 
jects, and will be none until town meeting 
provides the money and the ground softens 
up again. Most of the idle men in town, 
Superintendent Charles T. Gilliard said 
yesterday, are praying for snow 


Report Overdraft 
Due to New School 


An overdraft of $17.57 in the school de- 
partment accounts was reported at the school 
board meeting on Tuesday night by uperin 
tendent Henry C. Sanborn. The superintend- 
ent also reported that there were two emerg 
ency bills outstanding. One was for $355 in 
curred for changing the piping in the central 
grammar schools and the other was for $350 
for 50 tons of coal ordered during the vaca 
tion. Mr. Sanborn stated that the two bills 
were unforeseen expenditures caused by the 
erection of the new buildings. The new 
boiler house is now supplying heat for the 
new buildings in which plastering is being 
done, and the superintendent recommended 
that the fuel bill be sent to the building com- 
mittee. The school board, however, added it 
to its miscellaneous account along with the 
piping bills. 

The small overdraft came as the result of 
large overdrafts of the following accounts: 
expense of instruction, $1396.61; textbooks 
and supplies, $166.68; and fuel, $236.55. 
Large balances in other accounts neutralized 
these, as follows: repairs, $769.06; miscel 
laneous, $737.52; and new cquipment, 
$284.10 

Some time was spent discussing the W.P.A 
painting projects and it was finally voted 
that the buildings and grounds committee 
go ahead with this work, specifying local 
labor only. W.P.A. officials had wanted to 
send Lawrence painters here.
